A report of conditions in international evangelism 


IT HAS BEEN OUR PRIVILEGE FOR THE 
last year to travel from country to 
country and from mission project to 
mission project, observing first hand 
the missionary program of the Assem- 
blies of God. Our hearts have been 
thrilled as we have beheld the great 
work our movement is doing around 
the face of the globe. Countless thou- 
sands have been transformed by the 
power of God through the efforts of 
our faithful missionaries. There 
swells within our breast a justifiable 
pride that we belong to an organiza- 
tion that moves forward, motivated 
by the power of Pentecost. 

We have marveled at the tremen- 
dous job that Speed-the-Light is do- 
ing on every mission field. It has been 
our pleasure to be transported from 
village to bario, preaching the simple 
Gospel of Jesus Christ, in a vehicle 
made possible by “sacrificed milk- 
shakes’ from the young people of our 
fellowship. The loud speaker, the 
generator, the jeep and the station- 
wagon were all purchased with funds 
obtained from the Christ Ambassa- 
dors of America. Only eternity will 
show the result of this great project! 

But there stirs within our soul, a 
commotion of mixed emotion! Min- 
gled with all this joy is a great burden 
for the needs that exist upon every 
field where our missionaries are en- 
deavoring to bring lost humanity to 
the foot of Calvary’s cross. Still ring- 
ing in our ears are the heartbreak- 
ing stories which every missionary has 
experienced, 

_ “Oh, if we only had enough finances 
to buy a piece of property, we could 
double our work in three months.” 
“Tf we could afford it, we could en- 
large our present building so_ that 
many more could hear this wonderful 
gospel.” “If there were more mission- 
ary funds, we could start many more 
outstations.” And on and on, we 


could list the urgent needs with which 
many of our missionaries are faced. 

Then I say to myself . . . “Why does 
this have to be?” “Our God promised 
to supply all of our needs, and surely 
the Lord knows these are urgent 
needs!” “Why is it there is always 
a lack of funds for our missionary 
program?” 

Let me answer these questions, God 
has promised that if we would be 
faithful to him, he would never leave 
us nor forsake us. Therefore, I am 
confident that we are found wanting 
because we are not faithful to the es- 
sential commands of God. 

God has declared that we should 
bring “all the tithes into the store- 
house.” Iam afraid that many of the 
Pentecostal people have forgotten the 
definition of storehouse. God did not 
say that the favorite radio broadcast 
was the “storehouse”. He did not de- 
clare that every popular evangelist 
was the “storehouse”. Just because 
he might be God’s man for the hour 
does not classify him as God’s “store- 
house”. Grant you, these may be all 
proper and good, but God’s Word re- 
mains unchangeable. He has prom- 
ised that we would bring all the 


tithes, not just a portion, but ALL the 
tithes into the storehouse, he would 
pour out his blessings upon us so that 
we could not contain ourselves. I am 
convinced that if every Assembly of 
God church member would do as God 
has commanded, there would never 
be a need that could not be met, eith- 
er in the local assembly or in the na- 
tional organization. 

Giving that is done in accordance 
not with the Bible, but in accordance 
with our own desires and wishes, is 
unscriptural giving. God will not and 
God cannot fulfill his promise unto 
us when we deliberately give of our 
tithes and offerings in an unscriptural 
manner! 

It is time we start watching our 
pocketbooks! The world today is 
filled with men who are getting rich 
by obtaining sacrificed funds from 
sincere and honest people. With’ 
tear-jerking stories, they are loosening 
the pocketbook strings of many of our 
tenderhearted Christians. But when 
they are gone, no more is ever heard 
of their world-shaking project. 

Let us know for what we are giving 
our money. It is time to scrutinize

She tells of 
God’s blessings as the Spirit of God is at 
last beginning to move in Argentina and 
concludes:” . . . now is the time to thrust 
in the sickle and reap!” 


FIJI — An encouraging letter from our 
South Sea missionaries tells the story of 
their recent services.

Evangelist Harold Herman just con- 
cluded a three weeks outdoor campaign with 
them in the park right in front of the new 
church. Over 2,300 signed decision cards 
during the meetings — many miracles took 
place — thousands attended. 


CEP APPROACH 


Approaching bankers for loans is 
not new and many methods have been 
devised, most of which do not include 
a well worked out method of repay- 
ment. Church Extension Plan, through 
it’s subscription program, has met this 
need in a manner that appeals to the 
lending institution. 

Within the CEP program is imbed- 
ded that assurance of repayment 
which the lending institutions require 
and appreciate. Quite often a banker 
will say, “This is the first time we 
have been approached for a church 
loan that offered a sound repayment 
plan.” While banks will accept mort- 
gages on other types of property, tak- 
ing repayment as a matter of course, 
a mortgage on a church property is 
not acceptable without this addition- 
al assurance of repayment. Church 
Extension Plan furnishes this assur- 
ance.

It is so good to be home again, after 
being in Honduras for three years and 
one year in Costa Rica studying Span- 
ish. We had not seen our son Marc 
for two years, and had not seen Joyce 
since last August when she came home 
to start High School, so we were glad 
to find them happy and doing well in 
school. It has taken a little while for 
us to shift gears so that we could talk 
English instead of Spanish and so that 
we could travel at this speed instead 
of what we were accustomed to — 30 
mph by Jeep or slower by mule. 


How good the Lord is to us. As we 
look back over these four years, we 
are able to testify to the faithfulness 
of God to us. We have been in dan- 
ger at times, like the time when the 
mule washed out from under me when 
I was crossing a flooded and swift 
river, and the time when Marc was 
swept downstream in a swift river. 
But the Lord brought us through! We 
are indeed thankful for His care over 
us. While we count blessings, we do 
not want to forget the part you dear 
ones of the Womens Missionary 
Councils have played in our work. 
We know God has heard and an 
swered your prayers for us many 
times. In a very real sense, we are 
laborers together with God. We wish 
we had words to thank you for the 
lovely boxes you sent us, too. It 
seemed that every time we needed 
clothes, some W.M.C. group would 
write and ask, “What do you need?” 
And we could answer and say, “Stevie 
needs socks or school pants,” or what- 
ever it was at that time. Then the 
box would come, with the clothing 
that we couldn't possibly buy in Hon- 
duras because it was too expensive. 
And the same was true with groceries. 
We are grateful to you, with all our 
hearts. 


My work in Honduras was to serve 
as Superintendent. I travelled over 
the Field, visited the churches, each 
with its own pastor, and there are 60 
places where regular services are held. 
That means that each church goes out 
into a nearby community and holds 
Sunday School and services, besides

those in their own town. There are 
almost 40 licensed preachers and 
about 31 lay preachers. We have our 
own Institute for the training of young 
people who are our future preachers 
and Sunday School teachers. This 
part of the work is so rewarding, as 
we see the spiritual progress the stu- 
dents make as they hunger and thirst 
after more of God. They are all poor. 
Usually they have only one change of 
clothing, and they eat fried beans and 
rice and tortillas three times a day. 
But the important thing is, they want 
to serve the Lord and be used of Him. 
Please pray for them. Pray that this 
next term, which starts in August, 
will be the best, that the Holy Spirit 
will be poured out upon students and 
teachers alike. 


The burden of our hearts is for an 
Evangelistic Center in San Pedro Sula, 
on the heavily populated North Coast. 
This city is the second city of the Re- 
public in population (70,000) and 
first in economic importance. We 
have a church organized there, but 
have no building sufficient for the 
crowds and Sunday School.

National Debt: Now takes $1,613 
for Every American 

Those monthly bills getting you 
down? Figure you'll never get out of 
debt? If so, youre in fine company. 
Uncle Sam has never been out of debt 
a day in his life. What's more, he 
probably never will be. 

Way back in December 1834 the 
national debt was a piddling $35,518, 
less than one-fifth of a cent for every 
man, woman and child in the country. 

Today the debt approaches $273,- 
500,000,000, a bit more than $1,600 
for each inhabitant of these United 
States. 

Today the debt is about 79 per 
cent of the national income, with at 
least part of the post-war decline due 
to inflation. 
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Population of World Grows 
5,000 per Hour — 

World population is increasing at 
the rate of 83 persons a minute, or 
about 5,000 an hour and at the pres- 
ent rate will double by the end of this 
century. This was disclosed today in 
the United Nations Demographic 
Year book for 1956. 

The yearbook estimated world 
population now at 2,777,000,000 per- 
sons. It said the population increases 
by about 43,000,000 persons a year. 


Warren Urges Cultural Gain 
Equal to Scientific Conquest 


“All the materialism of science 
means little,” said United States Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, “if man cannot 
live at peace with his fellow man.” 


He directed his advice to 1,255 
University of Notre Dame graduates 
at commencement exercises. 

He cited the political and individ- 
ual liberty of America as the most 
valuable heritage of today’s youth. 

“Political liberty is yours by straight 
inheritance,” he said, “But individual 
liberty is a way of life — it is not 
automatic. Every generation must re- 
earn and rewin its freedom.”

Alcoholism is now outranked only 
by heart disease and cancer as the 
nation’s leading killer. 


Interesting Scientific Prediction 
The sun is doomed, 6,000,000,000 
years from now. It has just passed the 
half-way mark and will shine on 
steadily for another 6,000,000,000 
years and then flare up and burn 
everything on the earth to a crisp, ac- 
cording to prediction by Allen R. 
Sandage, astronomer at the Mount 
Wilson and Palomar observatories. 

A star of our sun’s type, he says, re- 
mains stable from the time it is form- 
ed until about 12 per cent of its hy- 
drogen is converted to helium by 
thermonuclear reactions.’ He cal- 
culates that our sun is half way 
through this period of equilibrium. 

When 12 per cent of the sun’s hy- 
drogen is gone, it will abruptly heat 
up and swell to about 3 times. its 
present diameter. It will begin to 
burn its remaining hydrogen faster 
and in a few hundred million years 
the earth’s temperature will rise to 


1,500 degrees — well above the boil- ° — 


ing point of lead. 

After the sun has consumed its 
hydrogen, it will shrink to a white 
a (From the Scientific Ameri- 
can).
